House balks 
at graze fee 
moratorium

WASHINGTON — The House on 
Wednesday rejected a Senate-passed mora- 
torium on higher federal grazing fees,

The Interior Department has the legal 
authority to increase the grazing fees ad- 
_ministrativcly, but the Senate position 
.would 'block implementati on of t he plan 
until at least Sept. 30, 1 994. ~ 

In rejecting the Senate position, the 
House did not recommend to its negotia- 
tors a specific increase in grazing fees. 

But during debate, those who opposed 
the..Scnatc moratorium made it clear they 
favored an increase from what they called 
"bargain basement’ fees for grazing ani- 
mals on federal lands. 

“Forthc opponcnts (oFthc hikc) there is 

no right tim e to i ncreas e grazing fees and 
there is no level of fee increase, no matter 
how small, that they would consider rea- 
sonable," said Rep. Ralph Regula, ]R-Ohio, 
sponsor of the resolution to reject the 
moratorium. 

Rep. Jim Kolbe, R-Ariz., countered that 
a fee increase would "kill jobs” on small 
family ranches chat earn just S28.000 a 
year. 

"Board up the windows, close down the 
schools, no ranchers allowed on federal 
lands. That’s the message this- motion 
sends you," lie said.

Economic growth remains sluggish

WASHINGTON — The U.S. economy 
grew marginally faster than originally 
. thought from_April_ through June, but ana- 
lysts don’t cxpcct much improvement soon 
over the still-anemic performance. 

“In some, sense, the economy is trapped in 
a low-growth equilibrium and will probably 
not break out until a worldwide rccovcp' sets 
the stage for faster export growth, beginning 
in late 1994 or early 1995,” contended 
economist Gordon Richards of the National 
Association of Manufacturers. 

In fact, the Commerce Department said ex-

hunting” when all I meant to do was use 
a rond to go hunting. 

How could I convince n conservation 
officer I was scouting for n place to, 
Hunt deer— a Jcga} act, rather than road 
hunting — an illegal one. 

How copld I, while driving to a pre- 
determined spot to go hunting, stop and 
legally hunt a deer I might encounter 
along the way. 

Often tiic law is difficult to apply and 
that is why we have judges. So what 
can one do to prevent being cited for vi- 
olating a code whic h has a fair share of 
grey area? Here _ afe some defensive 
measures, some serious and some not so 
serious, which might save you from a - 
“road hunting"- citation. 

• Always wear your scat belt while 
driving in a hunt area. It is impossible 
to quickly exit -a vehicle from the

• Keep your gun cased and unloaded. 
That is certainly not the MO of a tru$ 

-road-hunter, ; — 

• Road hunting is described as driv- 
ing slow to look for game and then driv- 
ing fast to position the hunter for a shot. 
Therefore it seems logical to drive fast 
or normal speeds when no game is in 

■ sight and then, .if an incidental contact is 
made, drive slowly to a spot where a 
shot can be taken. 

• Do not wash the vehicle’s win- 
dows. If you can not see out it will be 
hard to accuse you of road hunting. This 
will be an easy one for me. 

• Make sure any hunting companions 
do not look like they are spotting game 
or hunting because .you could be cited 
for aiding in the commission of an ille- 

, gal act. . 

• If you do spot deer bn a hillside, 

- • -drive over- thp hill and .walk back-to hurit ~ 
the deer. It is not road hunting to wnlk 
on the road while looking for game with 
the intent of shooting the game if the 
opportunity presents itself. 

■ « • Don’t stop until you get to a desig- 
nated huntings spotrlf you hnve-to-make— 

a “pit" stop along the way, make sure 
you leave your binoculars in the. vehi- 
cle. 

• Park at the boundary of the hunting 

unit and wnlk. _ 

• Watch out for “simulated” roads 
which may be set up with artificial ani- 
mals to test your basic intentions rtf'- 
garding road hunting. 

• Make sure you arc not fooling your- 

self about your own intentions. Truth is 
usually a stronger foundation for a de : 
fense. • • 

I have thought about the deer I have 
shot near a road and I honestly don’t 
know If those situations were cases of 
road hunting or hunting from a road. I 
will,' however, now be more cognizant

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An abrupl halt to the Lower Columbia 
River spring chinook salmon fishery- last 
week marks the first — but probajil}' not the 
last — ■ time the Endangered Species Act has

Fisheries officials wanted that salmon fish- 
ing could be sinking into the same legal- 
quagmire that befell the timber industry con- 
fronted with the endangered northern spotted 

owl. • 

‘■''The Lower" Columbia chinook season, the 
stute’s first major 1993 salmon fishery, was 
canceled lute last week after a group of, 
Columbia River industries raised the specter 
of a court-ordered shutdown to protect 


10,000 spring and summer Snake River Chi- 
nook. Those fish have been fisted as threat- 
ened under the Endangered Species Act. 

“This (legal threat) simply throws gasoline 
onto the fire," said Rcp.Jolene Unsocld, D- 
Wasti. “We've been trying to have a coopera- 
tive solution, a regional solution, and to stay 
out of the couris. My gosh, we should have 
learned something from the spotrcd-owl 

But John Carr, executive director of Direct 
Service Industries, a coalition of aluminum 
smelters and other companies dependent on 
continued inexpensive power from Columbia,, 
hydroelectric dams, hailed the decision, say- 
ing a halt to net fisheries is “the only way in 
the short term to begin the recovery process." 

Carr said DSI members seek only to ensure 


that everyone — not just industries dependent 
on Columbia River, power — bear the cost of 
saving endangered fish. 

The Lower Columbia chinook season tar- 
gets healthy runs of hatchcry-rcarcd fish 
bound for Columbia tributaries such as the 
Willamette, Cowlitz, Lewis and Kalama 
rivers. The protected Snake River chinook 
arc wild fish that mingle with hatchery chi- 
nook in the Columbia at certain times. 

Oregon und Washington fisheries officials 
••said they had taken unprecedented steps, 
including high-tech tissue sampling from 
early catches, to ensure few Snake River, fish 
would be harvested. . » 

• National Marine Fisheries officials, respon- 
sible for implementing the Endangered 
Species Act, assured no further documenta- 


tion was needed Torn-spring fishery, said- 
Tony Floojr, spokesman for the state 
Department of Fisheries. 

But Qttomeys for Direct Service Industries,
